FARM PROBLEMS, OLD AND NEW 
From Progressive Farmer 

One of the most persistent fallacies that seems 
to be in the minds of many people is that farm 
surpluses are something new . . . and that our 
farm price problem has developed only during 
the years that we have had a federal farm pro¬ 
gram. 

These people are either too young to remem¬ 
ber or too lazy to find out. It should be apparent 
to anyone that there never would have been a 
federal farm program in the first place is farmers 
hadn’t been in a desperate situation. 

There is nothing political about the farm prob¬ 
lem. The Republicans claim that farm prices 
were already on the way dow-n when they took 
over in 1953. That is true. But when they say 
the farm price problem developed while the 
Democrats were in power, they are conveniently 
forgetting what happened to farm people during 
the long years they ran the Government. It was 
the loss of farms and the failure of rural hanks 
in the twenties that had a vital part in the total 
collapse of our national economy in the early 
thirties. The situation for farm people was un¬ 
favorable in the twenties and became so desper-

said they left Wilmington Nov. 
23 and landed at Port au Prince, 
Haiti, a distance of 1200 miles. 
There are only about 15,000 
whites on the island. It is one 
of the two Negro repuhlics in 
the world. Dr. Murray said they 
motored across the island and 
were treated wonderfully nice. 

They next sailed to Cartagena 
in Columbia. South America. Co¬ 
lumbia is as ^arge as Texas, Cali¬ 
fornia, Massachusetts and Con¬ 
necticut combined. It is the sec¬ 
ond largest producer of coffee 
in the world. The country was 
ruled by Spain for 300 years. 
Under the leadership of Simon 
Bolivar, the great liberator, the 
people secured their independence 
from Spain in 1819. Dr. Murray 
said that Cartagena was sacked in 
the 16th Century by bucaneers. 
In 1741 an English squadron un¬ 
der Admiral Vernon attacked the 
city and with him was a company 
of volunteers from Virginia, com¬ 
manded by Captain Lawrence 
Washington, a brother of the first 
President of the United States 
Washington, who parv>**H 
his estate Mount Vernon in honor j 
of the English Admiral. 

The third stop was San Bias I 
Islands. It was on these islands I 
that Balboa stopped on his way j 
to the Pacific. 

The fourth stop was at Panama. 
They entered at Cristobal and 
sailed through the canal to Pana¬ 
ma City. The building of the 
canal was one of the most re¬ 
markable engineering feats in the 
world The San Bias Islands arc 
80 miles off the coast. They are 
inhabited by Indians and when 
the ship landed there the chil¬ 
dren and Indians gathered around 


the boat. They are expert swim¬ 
mers and divers and would dive 
after coins pitched into the wa¬ 
ter. The people of the island are 
quite friendly. However, they are 
i suspicious of strangers, and on 
| the island doctors were told that 
no alien ever married a San Bias 
woman and that their race is as 
pure as when Columbus discov¬ 
ered America. The women wear 
their native costumes and their 
noses are pierced by rings. They 
marry young. The parents find a 
husband for their daughters and 
she is not consulted. 

Their fifth landing was at Ja¬ 
maica and cars took them across 
the island to the beautiful hotel 
where Churchill has often spent 
his vacation. 

Dr. Murray said that a news¬ 
paper was printed aboard the 
ship each day and a daily pro- 
grim of what was going on each 
day supplies each person aboard.

To Withholding Tax

Checked your account lately? 
If you cliange jobs frequently you 
should check at least every three 
years to see that your earnings 
have been properly reported and 
credited on the records of the 
Social Security Administration.

Revenue Wm. M Gray issued the 
following statement to remind 
employers that social security 
taxes apply to cash wages paid to 
every farm worker to whom the 
employer pays $100 or more cash 
wages during the year 1955 The 
taxes (2 percent employer tax 
and 2 percent employee tax) ap¬ 
ply only to cash wages paid to 
covered farm workers. 

Every farm employer who owes 
these taxes must file a return on 
Form 943. and pav the taxes, on 
or before January 31. 1956. Farm 
employers should file their re¬ 
turns on time in order to avoid 
the penalty which may be charg¬ 
ed for late filing. 

Any employer of covered farm 
workers who has not already 
registered with the district direc¬ 
tor’s office should do so at once 
The registration Form SS-4 can 
be obtained from any internal 
revenue or social security office. 
The district director will mail the 
necessary return form and in¬ 
structions to all registered em¬ 
ploy eis.

More Details About 
Social Security Told 

"An application for old age and 
survivors insurance benefits must 
be filed before payments can be¬ 
gin.” is the advice given by Rob¬ 
ert A Flynn, district manager of 
the Ashland social security office. 

One of the basic requirements 
that must be met before benefits 
can be paid to a retired worker 
is that lift must contact the neai- 
c*t social security offio* and file 
an application The same re¬ 
quirement must be met before 
survivors benefits can be paid to 
a deceased worker'* family after 
his death. 

“It is very important for the 
worker and his family to under¬ 
stand this requirement so that 
checks can be started promptly 
and so that no loss of payments 
I will result,” Mr. Flynn said 

The three statements which fol¬ 
low are important to every work¬ 
er and to every members of his 
family: 

1 The worker who is between 
65 and 72 years old should file 
his application at the nearest so¬ 
cial security office at the earliest 
opportunity after he retires from 
work. 

2. A worker at the age of 72 
need not retire to be eligible for| 
payments The payments rney be I 
made to an insured worker at | 
the age of 72 regardless of hisi 
earnings The worker still em¬ 
ployed at the age of 72 should 
file his application at the earliest 
opportunity after he attains that 
age. 

3. After the death of a person 
whose work was covered by so¬ 
cial security, some member of his 
family should inquire promptly 
at the nearest social security of¬ 
fice to learn what survivors in¬ 
surance benefits may be paid.

Farm Labnr Subject 
To Withholding; Tax 


Checked your account lately’ 
If you change jobs frequently you 
should check at least every three 
years to see that your earnings 
have been properly reported and 
credited on the records of the 
Social Security Administration. 
Future benefits to you and your 
family will be based on these 
records. 


District Director of Internal 
Revenue Wm M. Gray issued the 
following statement to remind 
employers that social security 
taxes apply to cash wages paid to 
every farm worker to whom the 
employer pays $100 or more cash 
wages during the year 1955 The 
taxes (2 percent employer tax 
and 2 percent employee tax) ap¬ 
ply only to cash wages paid to 
covered farm workers. 

Every farm employer who owes 
these taxes must file a return on 
Form 943. and pay the taxes, on 
or before January 31. 1956. Farm 
employers should file their re¬ 
turns on time in order to avoid 
the penalty which may be charg¬ 
ed for late filing. 

Any employer of covered farm 
workers who has not already 
registered with the district direc¬ 
tor’s office should do so at once 
The registration Form SS-4 can 
be obtained from any internal 
revenue or social security office. 
The district director will mail the 
necessary return form and in¬ 
struction* to all registered em¬ 
ployers.

“An application for old age and 
survivors insurance benefits must 
be filed before payments can be¬ 
gin.” is the advice given by Rob¬ 
ert A Flynn, district manager of 
the Ashland social security office. 

One of the basic requirements | 
that must be met before benefits 
can be paid to a retired worker I 
is that lit mu? -fit.i 
est social security office and file j 
an application The same re¬ 
quirement must be met before 
survivors benefits can be paid to 
a .•'•ceased worker's family after 
his death 

“It is very important for the 
worker and his family to under¬ 
stand this requirement so that 
checks can be started promptly 
and so that no loss of payments 
will result,” Mr. Flynn said 

The three statements which fol¬ 
low are important to every work¬ 
er and to every members of his 
family: 

1 The worker who is between 
65 and 72 years old should file 
his application at the nearest so¬ 
cial security office at the earliest 
opportunity after he retires from 
work. 

2. A worker at the age of 72 

need not retire to be eligible for 

payments The payments mey be 

made to an insured worker at j 

the age of 72 regardless of his - 

" 

ployed at the age of 72 .hould 
file his application at the earliest 
opportunity after he attains that 
age. 

3. After the death of a person 
whose work was covered by so¬ 
cial security, some member of his 
family should inquire promptly 
at the nearest social security of-1 
fice to learn what survivors in-| 
surance benefits may be paid.

We left our home in Arizona 
Aug 24, going to Quebec From 
there we took passage on the 
Hameric, a lovely new ship, for 
France— it took mx days to make 
the voyage to Le Havre and every 
day was interesting and educa¬ 
tional. Just as we came out of 
the St. Lawrence River we saw 
nine large icebergs riding on the 
waves like great white mountains. 

Our party consisted of 22 peo¬ 
ple. We were under the super¬ 
vision of the American Express 
Company and they surely took 
good care of us. We were met at 
La Harve by their French guide 
who cared for all our tours, tips, 
hotels and meals during our eight 
weeks of European travel; and 
at the journey’s end he saw all 
on the boat at Southampton, 
England, to make the return to 
Amenca. 

We came through Rouen where 
our U. S. boys landed on the 
beaches of Normandy on D-Day. 
It was not far from Flanders 
Field. This ride through the 
countryside into Paris was inter¬ 
esting just to see the curious 

mixture of ancient and modem— 
a peasant plowing with a wooden 
plow behind a yoke of oxen in 
one field while a modern diesel 
tractor was wrking in another; 

tractor was working in another; 

divided by low green, hedges 

cattle on the green and the small 
thatch roofed houses made a 
unique picture 

Paris is built on both sides of 
the Seine River, which is crossed 
by 30 great bridges, one of which 
has been in use for 400 years 
During our six day tour of Pans 
we enjoyed most: Statue of Jjan 
of Are, Lady and Saint of Paris; 
the statue of the Tiger in honor 
of our U. S. boys who fought like 
Tigers in World War II; Royal 
Chapel and Soldiers’ Home where 
N ipoleon’s tomb stands with oth¬ 
ers of importance; the great Eiffel 
Tower; Notre Dame Cathedral 
built in the 12th century where 
Maarie Annette, the beautiful 
French Queen, was imprisoned 
for three months before her death 
during the French Revolution. 
Also visited the King and Queen’s 
palace at La Versailles and the 
Egyptian Obelisk of Luxor. It is I 
73 feet high and carved with I 
Egyptian writing. 

From Paris we went to Nice 
in Southern France . This is Eu¬ 
rope's summer playground On 
our way we visited Genoa. Italy, 
and saw the home where Colum¬ 
bus was born. This house is some 
500 years old. Also at Rapalia we 
saw the Leaning Tower of Pisa 
It has a lean of 14 feet. And at 
Alessio we were riding along the 
shore of the Blue Mediterranean | 
Sea. Here we gathered shells and I 
bathed, living over many things 
that we read in our historys of 
this large and beautiful sea We 
were on our way to Rome. 

Yes, Rome that was builded on 
the Seven Hills 31 B.C. and ruled I 
the world until 478 A.D.—how we 
talked of the old legend of Rom¬ 
ulus and Remus, the twin boys 
who founded Rome and were 


I nursed by the She Wolf Each of 
us bought a bronze statue of this 
wolf and the twins. We visited 
Vatican City, home of the Pope 
It is the largest palace m the 
world with grounds covering 
1 4,000 acres. Outstanding in Rome 
was the farm of Julius Caesar, 
Palatine Hill where the grrat 
public baths were built at the 
home of the Caesars, St. Peter 
church, the largest Cathedral in 
the world (It took 106 years in 
the construction, and from floor 
to dome is 613 feet; the celling is 
a masterpiece of Mirharlangelo's 
| In doing this work he lay on his 
back U> paint from a scaffold for 
two years.) Here also is the 
world famous painting of Moses 
1 by Mirhaelangelo, also his Ms- 
donna Sorrowful at the death of 
Christ, and the chains that St 
Peter was bound with Then we 
■ visited the ruins of Ancient Rome 
—the Colosseum built by Tttus 
in 80 B.C., a great amphitheater 
where the gladiatorial exhibits of 
I wild beasts were held. Here also 
was where Nero committed his 
great crimes against th Chris¬ 
tian. the great viaduct which 
once connected the King's castle 
with the Vatican City. And then 
down the old Roman Appian way 
to the Catacombs, once the burtai 
grounds and also hiding place 
of the persecuted Christians Here 
Peter was bound with chains and 
i thrown into prison. We returned 
I to the city by the new Appian 
Way, now a modern highway. 

| It was over this road that we 
went by bus to Naples. 

Much of the way is through 
highly productive farming areas 
which produce a wide variety of 
crops, grape vineyards, apples, 
pears, oranges, wheat, com, tob¬ 
acco ani many kinds of vege¬ 
tables are growing in this warm 
moist climate There were larger 
fields here. Many were using 
modern machinery and the firm 
houses) were large and fairly 
modem This was quit a change 
to the very small farms and 
poverty stricken families of the 
older agricultural areas, where 
many of the small farms had 
been handed down from father 
to son for several hundred years 
True to the old statement "All 
roads lead to Rome'' so as we 


“1 am always proud of the 
achievements made by my boys 
in other fields," said Coach Paul 
McHrayer when informed of their 
acceptance as officers in the Reg¬ 
ular Army, "but I am especially 
proud of this one.

I and many more impressive sights 
No tour of Europe would be 
complete without a visit to Venice 
for Venice is romance, beauty 
and the stuff of dreamt. It is 
built on 118 small islands at the 
I head of the Adriatic Sea Its main 
streets arc lagoons and canals 
where float romantic gondolas 
There are 150 canals and 400 
bridges. We rede on the gondola, 
v isited the dungeons and bridge of 
Sighs, saw home of "Romeo and 
Julliett" and the Palaces of the 
Doge Family who were the rulers 
in the 15th century 

From Venice wc went to Swit¬ 
zerland. the most beautiful land 
of all. It is a tiny country com¬ 
posed of two great mountain 
ranges, with a narrow tableland 
between, studded with blue mir¬ 
rors of Alpine lakes—there are 
more than 1.000 glaciers creep¬ 
ing down the mountain sides ana 
three of these are more than 10 
miles in length The meKing gla¬ 
ciers make great water fall* 
which form beautiful lakes in the 
valleys below We visited Bern*. 
Zurich and Lucerne in Switzer¬ 
land Our guide told us there 
were 550 millionaires in Zurich 
It is a city of banks and all Eur¬ 
ope keeps money there. 

From Switzerland we went to 
Austria, visiting Salzburg, the 
steeples in France and Italy There 
we saw qiany war-tom buildings' 
and wrec kage Yel in the 10 years | 
thev have done a lot of repair 
work and many praised the U. S 
for the help that they had given 
In Germany we toured Munlclo 
It was the time of the "Beer 
Festival", and a great parade of 1 
float*, bands and thousands ot j 
people were on the streets. From 
Mumich to Numifcurg we rode 
over the Great Autobr.um High¬ 
way made by Hitler to transport | 
his troop* across Germany Num- 
burp was the worst bombed of 
any city in Germany. From 
Wiesbaden we took a 9 hour ridei 
on the Rhine river, going from 
Mainz to Cologne Here we pass¬ 
ed the ruins of the bridge that 
was, destroyed just as our U. S. 
boys had crossed during World I 


War II. 

From Germany we went to 
Brusselo, capital of Belgium, a 
very unall country which has 
been easily taken over In time 
of war by her neighbors. Our 
guide told us that the history 
of Belgium had been blood and 
mourning. 

We left Brusselo for Holland 
by day train Tire country side 
was beautiful, gardens, flowers ' 
and quaint little houses, large 
herds of dairy cattle on the green 
Each farm had its own little flock 
of sheep Holland is below sea < 
level, and to see the great dikes 1 
which have been built to keep 1 
the sea from flowing over their 
homes the large drainage canals 1 
and wooden windmills is a sight i 
that one will never forget. We i 
came through Rotterdam, chici I 
port and trading center of Holl- | 
and. Then on to Amsterdam. Here 
we enjoyed tours to a cheese t 
factory, the house where the | 
Flying Dutchman was born, the , 
ancient Jewish Quarters where ] 
100.000 Jews were put to death 
at the beginning of World War II , 
—saw dikes built by the Monks , 
in the 13 centuary, one was 100 
miles long Holland has lg .000 
miles of canals and 300.000 peo¬ 
ple live in house boats. It was , 
very interesting to see them in 
their quaint native costumes, 
wooden shoes, long full skirts 
and the white lace cap that turn¬ 
ed up at the ears. Holland's war 
losses were terriable. 

Germany occupied -Holland 
I five years She destroyed 705.000 
homes, 75 big factorias and 160 
small factories, 200 churches and 
300 schools, sank 300.000 ship*— 
there were 300,000 deaths from 
war and 200.000 were from star¬ 
vation Our guide expressed the 
for U. S. funds that had helped 
them to rebuild homes and fac¬ 
tories. 

By Hook of Holland we went 
across the North Sea to England 
I and spent six days touring Lam- 
I don, from Buckingham Palace to 
the Tower of London where the 
I crown jewels were on exhibit; 

| then Big Ben, Westminister Abbey 
where the Kings and Poets are 
burled We spent one day at 
j Stratford On Avon, home of Shak- 
espear Also went to Oxford and 
saw their 28 colleges, etc And 
then the eight weeks tour was 
1 over.
